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Weather conditions have been 

unfavorable on the last two pick- 
up days so that only partial scrap 

collections were made by the 
Boy Scouts. Plans are being 

made for a monster pick-up all 

over the town on Saturday. 

Fats and bones will be col- 
lected v/ith other materials. Fats, 
particularly, are urgently needed. 
Twenty pounds of household fats 
used in soap making produces 
two pounds of glycerine a:* a by- 
product. Two pounds of glycerine 
makes four pounds o? nitro-glyc- 
erine, which in turn makes 
enough cordite for one 4.7 shell. 

Rubber shortages of crude rub- 
ber makes it necessary to sub- 
stitute used material. Old tires, 
tubes, footwear, garden hose, hot 
water bottles, etc., can be used 
again. In recent years tire manu- 
facturers have made souvenir ash 
trays in the shape of a tire with 
a glass centre. This miniature 
(ire is pure rubber. The national 
salvage committee is asking thai 
these be turned in for salvage. 

Paper of all kinds is needed. 
The shortage is acute. Demand 
is running ahead of supplies and 
no early easing of the situation 
is in sight. Paper, like rubber 
and rags, can be used over and 
over again.This means that it 
must be salvaged wherever pos- 
sible to stretch the available sup- 
ply. One newspaper would make 
three 20-pound shell cups. Sixty 
cigarette cartons would make one 
outer shell container. Twenty 
breakfast cereal cartons would 
make one case for a three-pound 
shell. One old envelope will 
make one cartridge wad and 12 
old letters will make one box for 
rifle cartridges/ 

Rags and scrap metal of all 
kinds are also urgently needed.

Icn (verbal). 'Hie Graves ft 
Allen application, accompanied 
Iry n cheque for $25, was 
opp roved. 

Three other resolution^ were 
passed. One was (hut til other 
applications complying wlHi 'ho 
town standards would be ap- 
proved. Anot h e r required 
$10/20,000 public liability insur- 
ance. A third made $5/10,000 
Insurance sufficient until April 
I. 

"Before considering lUe appli- 
cations, you should decide first 
whether you are stolnjg u» restrict 
the number of licenses," said N.

MR. KING, UNGUESSABLE,

Those who profess to l>c able to see their way 
clearly through the coining plebiscite have our 
admiration. We wish we could think that the 
plebiscite is a logical thing, and then be sure of 
which answer to give. Among our many diffi- 
culties we have no difficulty in understanding 
why Mr. King proposes a plebiscite, or why he 
words the plebiscite as he docs, or why he does 
not tell what he proposes to do after the plebi- 
scite. If Mr. King were to make a clear-cut 
definition of policy on such on issue, or to give 
the public the bare conscription question to vote 
in, or were to commit himself jn advance as to 
what he would ; do when the result becomes 
known, he would not be Mr. King, tor that is not 
Mr, King's way. ft is not the way. of one who 
has balanced himself on the upmost lop of par- 
liament hill so carefully for 15 of the last 20 

years, 

There is no point in abusing Mr. King either, 
for Mr. King has his way of doing things, and it 
is a successful way, He has a conception of par- 
liamentary government as a means of carrying 
out tiie will of the people. It is nut his job lo 
preach to the people or lo change their opinions 
or to influence their will. J{<- leaves that lo 
teachers, to preachers, to writers of letters to the 
editor, to editors, fn radio forums, even lo mem- 
bers of parliament, and he Judges his own success 
In carrying out the will of the people*, not by the 
acclaim which is given to him, hut 1>y the criti- 
cism which he avoids and his success in remaining 
at the helm, Annoying as fits conception of gov* 
eminent may be, it is quite likely, in view of 
lus great success in remaining hi office, that Cnn- 
ndian historians of the future will give him a 
great place in the history of Canada. They may 
easily decide that he was a great man. 

lite plebiscite Is easily understandable front the 
point of view of Mr. King. It is a delaying action, 
which might just happen to solve the whole 
question of conscription. Of course H may create 

a greater problem, If the result of the vole were 
to be dfffcrcnt in different parts of the country, 
hut It would not be Mr. King's problem. Mr. 
King does not mako problems his own. He waits 
until somebody sufficiently forcefully puts « 
problem on his lap. But how does the average 
citizen look at the plebiscite? 

Does he believe that a government Is entitled 
to get itself into office by making a pledge and 
then not risk Its life at the polls if It decides lo 
change Its policy? Will he vole to give con- 
scription power to n government that says that 
conscription Is not necessary at the present time? 
Will he give conscription power to a government 
whose prime minister says that Hie power will 
foe used only If ll becomes necessary, but whoso 
finance minister says Dial he will Interpret an 
affirmative vole as (he signal for conscription? 
Will tlio average man throw Hie government to 
the wolves by taking nwuy its excuse for not hav- 
ing conscription? Will the average man entrust 
this power to a government which has shown no 



concern about man-power for the farms or an 
"intelligent use of men according to their ability 
and training? 

What the average Canadian will do is a little 
beyond the ken of the Main St. editor. We must 
leave that to Dr. Gallup, but perhaps he may 
guess what Mr, Average More-than-well-to-do 
Citizen who has been urging conscription of 
man-power is likely to do if Mr. King repeats 
his warning that if money becomes difficult to 
get he will conscript it and that if men become 
difficult to get he will conscript them. Mr. 
Average M. Citizen urging conscription of men 
will pause and consider; Would the do-nothing 
Mr. King really do that? Would he really con- 
script money? 



LIQUOR BY THE CLASS 
AND CATEGORY 

The ration books for liquor will soon be avail- 
able. AH citizens will be divided into categories. 
"A" category will include all citizens who take a 
drink only when somebody else buys. "B" cate- 
gory will include citizens who have a little in 
the house "just in case" (or cases, as the case 
may be). "C" category includes citizens who use 
it in their business. This category will be inter- 
preted broadly to include all those who practise 
treating to secure business for themselves, their 
firms, or the government (for instance, for Vic- 
tory loan purposes). "D" catcgor*' includes those 
who frequent public drinking-places, travelling to 
and from either on foot or by motor-car. All 
other citizens are put in Category W.C.T.U. 

There will also be classes under each category 

according to capacity. The presumption will be 

that capacity will vary in direct proportion to 
weight. The little man will get short rations, for 
he can go farther on less. There will be unit 
allotments according to class and category. 

While there is no shortage of alcohol in Canada 
at the present tinfe, it is thought that consump- 
tion at the present time— everything considered — 
is too great, that there may develop an increased 
need for industrial alcohol, and thfci the rationing 
will head off a tendency on the- part of citizens 
to divert money which they previously spent on | 
gasoline into alcohol. 

It is expected that there wili be loyal accept- 
ance of the new rationing plan by all citizens, 
'particularly by those in Category W.C.T.U., 
because, admittedly, there is a forgivable human 
tendency on the part of us all (witness the advo- 
cates of military conscription) to think of the 
war effort in terms of sacrifice on the part of 
others.

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NOTHING BEFORE 
THE LEGISLATURE?

What the leader of the opposition in a provin- 
cial legislature should not do we suggested in 
these columns last week. This week's sequel will 
try lo suggest what he should do. In the first 
place, the ideal opposition party is not one which 
has os its primary aim the ousting from office of 
the government party. Such an aim leads the 
government parly to wrap the cloaks of office 
more closely about it by means of more partisan 
and extravagant patronage and by ill-considered 
spending. The aim of an opposition parly should 
be to secure the adoption by the legislature, ami 
so by the government, of the principles which it 
advocates. It should study public needs ami offer 
constructive proposals, and measure its success 
by the extent to which its proposals arc put into 
effect, either by the government party which it 
opposes and criticizes or by itself when its day 
comes.' A truly public-spirited opposition party 
will be delighted vvcry time the government 
parly "steals its clothes." 

As leader of the opposition in the Ontario 
legislature, Col. George Drew can contribute more 
to the successful prosecution of the war and more 
to the Canada which will follow the war by study 
and discussion of purely provincial problems than 
by discussion of federal affairs. Of course as a 
private citizen he bus every right to lake an 
interest fin the conduct of the war and dominion 
affairs, but his opportunities as a provincial 
leader are sufficient lo utilize every minute of 
his time. For instance, Col. Drew could make 
suggestions for the solution of the serious prob- 
lem arising in Ontario's industrial centres 
through women going into war industry. 

It is stated that children are going to school 
hungry in Toronto and getting cold meals for 
themselves al noon while their mothers work in 
industry. Juvenile delinquency increased 50 
percent and truancy 200 percent in Toronto last 
year. A Toronto day nursery has refused 1,0011 
applications from mo'thers for the care of their 
children while at work. "In (his way an unnec- 
essarily high price Is being paid by mothers and 
children for Canada's armaments, 1 * comments the 
Toronto Daily Slar. 

While problems like this, and no doubt dozens 
of other problems, the unnecessary ami wanton 
promotion of liquor sales in war-time, the lack 
of farm help, the effect of the price ceiling on the 
farmer, the wasteful invasion of other centres 
than their own by bread trucks, retail store hours, 
cry for discussion, Col, Drew meekly agrees with 
Premier Hepburn that there is nothing for 1 the 
legislature In do, and that the legislature might 
as well adjourn, until the dominion government's 
lax proposals for 1942 are set out in black and 
while. Col. Drew's eagerness to join with Premier 
Hepburn in an act which will be interpreted as 
criticism of the federal government makes him 
an easily handled opponent. Again he bus been 
caught napping by the cunning Mr. Hepburn.

TEMPERANCEVJIXE 

Think Farmers Cannot 
Increase Production 



"Whither Agriculture?" was 
the topic discussed by Temper- 
anceville farm forums on Mon- 
day. What will become of agri- 
culture? If farm labor continues 
to be unobtainable, if the young 
people receive no encouragement 
to remain on the land, if the 
price of the things which the 
farmer must buy continues to be 
so far beyond the returns for the 
products he sells, will the farm- 
ers be able to carry on? These 
were among questions discussed. 

But food is a munition. Every 
farmers wants to play his full 
part in the fight for freedom. 
He must receive every encour- 
agement not only to carry on 
but to increase his production. 
Farmers are asked to produce in 
1942 GOO.uOO.OOO pounds of bacon 
for eXpC-! and 300,000,000 pounds 
of pork products for domestic 

consumption, an Increase of 

500,000,000 pounds of milk and 

50.000,000 dozen eggs, 

Temj>eranecvil!e forums were 
fairly well agreed that farmers 
in this area cannot increase pro- 
duction in 1042. Shortage of 
labor and capital, the high cost 
of machinery and other commod- 
ities were some of the reasons 

given. 

In the discussion of long term 
changes in agriculture, il was 
decided that machine power is 
here to stay. More tractors and 
milking machines are being used 
now than formerly and the use 
of machinery will be increased 
if machinery and gasoline con- 
tinue to be available. The south 
forum suggested that in some 
districts large machinery is used 
co-operatively. 

The north forum said that 
farm income must be increased 
and the south forum said that "it 
will be because we have moved 
from surplus to scarcity." 

The average age of operators 
is older than it was ten or 15 
years ago. since young people 
are leaving the land. The aver- 
age farmer is not taking on in- 
creased acreage. Young people's 
organizations . and other rural 
clubs are gradually disappearing 
in this district, but the farm 
forums have revived a great deal 
of community life, it was felt. 
The south group felt that there 
is now greater opportunity for 
adult education and that there 
ought to be a revival of neigh- 
borly spirit.

of the Alberta legislature from 
1909 to 1035 and in 1921 he be- 
came minister of agriculture and 
health in that province in the 
United Farmer government. In 
1935 he came east and played a 
prominent part in research into 
health conditions for the whole 
country. 

In his address, Mr. Hoadley 
used "the high percentage of re- 
jections of Canadian youth for 
war services and the conditions 
of child health In Oxford county 
as proof of the need for a better 
health system. He stressed the 
need for preventive medicine and 
pointed out that where municipal 
health services exist in western 
Canada, there has been a lower- 
ing of the deaths of mothers and 
children; better public health 
protection; more immunization 
against contagious disease;- low- 
ering of the incidence of hospi- 
talization; and a raising of the 
standards of health of the whole 
community. 

The speaker said that state 
medicine is needed and may 
come eventually, but that muni- 
cipal health could come much 
sooner and would prove a great 
aid to state medicine, since the 
municipal doctor would have 

definite information on health 
conditions in his area.
